work executive  predicted  that 
the  amateur  shutter-bug  soon 
may  be  able  to  shoot  color 
home  movies  of  junior  on  mag- 
netic tape  and  then  show  them 
on  his  television  set. 

The  enticing  prospect  for 
non-professional  lensmen  was 
only  one  of  many  eventual  uses 
of  so-called  video-tape  listed 
by  Ken  Bilby,  an  executive  vice 
president  of  the  tape-conscious 
National  Broadcasting  Com- 
pany. 

FOR  EXAMPLE,  Bilby  said, 
if  the  master  of  the  house  want- 
ed to  watch  a Srfhday  football 
game  telecast  but  his  better 
half  insisted  on  taking  the  kid- 
dies for  a drive,  he  could  video- 
tape the  program  and  then 
play  it  back  on  his  TV  set  when 
he  came  home. 

, ‘We’ve  just  scratched  the 
surface,”  Bilby  said  enthusias- 
tically. “We  have  working 
groups  now  analyzing  all 
fields  to  which  we  think  tap- 
ing might  be  applicable. 

Expense,  flexibility  and 
quality,  of  course,  are  the 
pramary  advantages  magnetic 
tape  has  over  film  or  kinescope 
reproduction  of  television 
shows,  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  network. 

Most  important  of  all,  per- 
haps, is  that  it  allows  program- 
mers to  lick  the  knotty  problem 
of  changing  time  zones  across 
the  nation. 

HERETOFORE,  if  a show 
were  beamed  “live”  to  the  East 
at  8 p.m.  EDT  and  then  shown 
m the  West  at  8 p.m.  PDT,  it 
had  to  be  reproduced  by  the 
often  fuzzy,  blurry  kinescoping 


method,  which  was  also  a ti2| 
consumer. 

Tape  can  be  played  back 
immediately,  edited  to  some 
degree  and  has  the  quality 
of  film  without  the  expense. 

The  stations  can  then  present 
the  shows  at  the  same  times 
they  did  before  daylight  sav. 
ings,  eliminating  the  usual  con* 
fusion. 

“We  intend  to  explore  every 
conceivable  use  of  tape,”  Bil- 
by  explained.  “We  think,  for 
instance,  that  motion  pictures 
might  use  it.  Imagine,  you 
could  shoot  a scene  and,  if  it 
didn’t  pan  out,  erase  the  tape 
and  shoot  it  again. 

“It  would  also  save  the  time 
of  processing  the  ‘rushes’  be- 
cause tape  can  be  played  back 
immediately. 

“As  for  its  home  uses,  I think 
it  can  be  a great  instrument  in 
making  the  home  more  than 
ever  the  center  of  familv  life," 
NBC  HAS  INSTALLED  11 
tape  recorders  and  associated 
equipment  at  “tape  central”  in 
its  sprawling  Burbank  studio. 
A similar  eastern  “tape  cen- 
tral” in  New  York’s  Radio  City 
is  scheduled  to  begin  operating 
this  year. 

TV  technicians  have  view* 
the  advent  of  video-tape,  first 
devised  by  Ampex  and  refin- 
ed for  television  by  Radio 
Corporation  of  America,  with 
alarm,  feeling  it  is  another  step 
toward  automation  and  the 
consequent  elimination  of  jobs. 

“That,”  shrugged  Bilby  “is 
one  of  the  things  that’s  being 
analyzed.  It’s  like  any  new 
thing  that  comes  along,  some 
people  are  understandably  wor- 
ried by  it.  But  the  new  thing! 
come  anyway.

A-restricted 
pass  allows  him  to  take  in  spec- 
ial activities  or  errands.  Other  pa- 
tients possess  ground  passes 
which  give  them  freedom  within 
the  gates. 

Mrs.  Nanieve  Callahan,  Di- 
rector of  the  Volunteer  Ser- 
vice at  the  hospital  says  few 
patients  attempt  to  escape; 
others  refuse  to  leave. 

The  hospital  has  its  own  movie 
theater,  showing  the  latest  of 
flicks.  Each  ward  has  its  own 
television,  record  player  and  oth- 
er recreational  facilities.  There  is 
an  amphitheater  in  the  rear  of  the 
hospital — referred  to  as  the  “cas- 
tle.” 

A new  plan  is  to  put  emphasis 


on  hobbies.  A personal  interest  in 
a creation  or  collection  is  rec- 
ommended for  the  sick  who  have 
not  incentive  to  do  things  for 
themselves. 

Besides  the  Program  Bureau 
and  entertainment  groups  from 
BY’U,  various  religious  organ- 
izations arc  allowed  to  hold 
firesides  at  the  hospital  on  Sun- 
day evenings. 

Each  week  patients  receive  vis- 
itors from  departments,  social  un- 
its, and  service  units  who  come  as 
party  entertainers.  Activities  for 
party  nights  in  the  wards  include 
ball  playing,  dancing,  horseshoe 
tossing  and  various  table  games. 
Refreshments  of  punch  and  cook- 
ies are  served. 

Patients  who  are  not  responsive 
to  the  activities  are  continually 
urged  to  participate.  Balls  are 
thrown  to  them  time  and  time 
again.  Perhaps  after  repeated 
tosses,  the  patient  will  make  an 
attempt  to  catch  or  repel  the  ball 
instead  of  letting  it  bounce  from 
his  body.
